It  is  10  miles  from,  the  open  sea,  on  a  landlocked 
harbor  that  is  protected  by  nature  from  the  storm3  of  the  3eas;; 

*  os  northr.vost  of  Portland;  550  miio3  north  of  San  Francisco; 
niles  south  of  the  Straits  of  Juan  do  Fuca;  and  265  miles  by 
w^.ter  from  deattle. 

.r.e  Astoria  harbor  is  one  of  the  largest  fresh  water 
harbors  in  the  world.  Its  channel  to  the  sea  carries  a  depth  of 
45  fe  or  a  width  of  1200  feet,  and  a  depth  of  over  44  feet  for 
a  width  of  2000  fe^t,  and  40  feet  for  a  width  of  6000  feet. 

This  gives  the  harbor  the  be3t  and  safest  entrance  of  any  bar 
harbor  known  to  shipping.  The  inner  harbor  an  anchorage  space 
of  about  12  square  miles,  carrying  a  depth  of  from  24  to  70  feet 
of  water  at  mean  low  tide.  The  water  is  fresh,  free  from  ice  at 
all  seasons  of  tho  year,  and  not  affected  by  freshet  conditions 
in  the  river. 

The  various  wharves  and  piers  on  the  harbor  provide  an 
aggregate  berthing  space  of  12,750  lineal  feet  with  a  depth  cf 
water  ranging  from  50  to  65  feet .

The  Po~t  of  Astoria  District  includes  all  of  Clatsop 
County  and  was  created  by  vote  of  the  poopl.^  of  the  district  in 
1909.  Construction  of  terminal  facilities  w: s  not  undertaken 
until  some  years  later  and  present  facilities  were  completed  in 
1920.

toma  which  has  been  a  great  aid  in  local  harbor  develop¬ 
ment  and  has  been  used  to  assist  waterfront  industries  in  the  Fort 
District,  -  no  Port  has  always  followed  a  policy  of  extending  all 
possible  aid  to  local  industries  and  has  located  on  its  property  a 
lar~o  flouring  nil  1,  a  furniture  factory,  a  marine  plant  and  throe 
fuel  oil  and  gasoline  storage  and  distributing  plants* 

Revenue  from  earnings  has  been  sufficient  to  pay  opera¬ 
tion  ar.d  maintenance  expense  and  the  only  tax  levied  annually  is  for 
bond  interest  and  redemption.  The  Port  operations  result  in  an 
annual  payroll  of  about  $400,000.  Tho  payrolls  within  the  district 
as  an  indirect  result  of  Port  activities  are  diffecult  to  estimate 
but  will  probably  total  as  much  or  more.

Astoria  is  tho  center  of  the  greatest  resort  and  water¬ 
ing  place  district  in  t  acific  Northwest.  There  is  a  wide  field 
for  the  development  of  the  tourist  business  and  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  vacation  resorts. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Astoria  is  located  on  the  main  line  of  the  S.  P.  & 

S.  Railway  Company,  runr.  between  Por*  -aside, 

acting  at  Portland  with  all  trail* -continental  lines.  The 
S.  P.  &  S.  Railway  is  owned  jointly  by  tho  Groat  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Companies  and  thoroforo  may  bo  considered 
a  Western  Terminus  of  both  of  these  great  systems.  Excellent 
freight  service  is  providod  by  this  railroad  company  both  oast 
and  west.

BUS  LINKS 


Astoria  has  exceptional  intcr-city  bus  transportation.  It 
is  served  by  the  Columbia  Stages  and  the  S.  P.  &  S.  Transportation 
Co.,  two  of  the  largest  lines  operating  in  Oregon.  This  lino 
maintains  an  hourly  service  throughout  the  day  between  Astoria  and 
Portland,  as  well  as  Astoria  and  Seaside.  At  Portland  those  stages 
connect  with  other  lines  running  east  and  south  through  Oregon  and 
North  into  Washington.  Smaller  stage  1 1  .  radiate  from  tho  city 

and  sorve  the  tributary  district. 

RIVER  30ATS 


Comprehensive  river  boat  service  is  maintained  between 
Astoria  and  all  of  the  communities  lying  along  the  north  shore  cf 
the  Columbia  River.  These  river  boat 3  maintain  freight  and  passen¬ 
ger  service,  while  there  are  a  large  number  of  boats  on  the  river 
engaged  solely  In  freighting  and  in  the  tov/ing  of  log3  and  barges. 

TIMBER  RESOURCES 


Clatsop  County  possesses  10  billion  feet  of  standing, 
merchantable  timber.  It  is  at  Astoria's  dooryard,  but  an 
infinitely  greater  amount  of  timber  is  immediately  tributary  to 
Astoria,  while  all  of  the  enormous  timber  resources  of  the 
Columbia  River  basin  mu^t  pass  Astoria  if  it  i3  shipped  in  cargo, 
the  most  economical  means  of  transportation. 

Much  of  the  best  and  most  valuable  standing  timber  in 
Oregon  is  v.  .  the  confines  of  Clatsop  County.  Thi3  timber 
includes  enormous  stands  of  fir,  the  standard  timber  for  general 
lumber  purooses.  Hemlock  grows  exceptionally  thick  and  large  and 
is  available  for  many  types  of  high  grade  lumber  and  for  paper 
nulp.  Clatsop's  most  famous  wood  is  spruce,  which  attains  enormous 
size  in  the  heavily  watered  coastal  region  about  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia .

FLOUR  MILLING 

Flour  milling  is  the  most  important  of  the  newer  manu¬ 
facturing  industries  at  Astoria.  Starting  scvoral  years  ago 
with  a  small  mill  capable  of  grinding  1,200  barrels  of  flour 
drily,  the  Astoria  Flouring  Mills  Company  soon  found  itself  faced 
with  the  necessity  of  larger  plant  facilities.  It  now  has  its 
original  1,200  barrel  mill,  as  well  as  a  giganti.  4,000  barrel 
mill  located  on  Pier  1  of  the  Port  of  Astoria.  This  latter  plant 
is  a  six  story  modern,  concrete  mill.  In  times  of  activity  in 
the  flour  market  both  mills  are  operated  night  and  day,  giving  the 

company  a  daily  cap  y  of  5,200  barrels  of  flour. 

The  large  mill  at  Astoria  is  located  in  immediate  connec¬ 
tion  with  tho  immense  g 'ain  elevator  of  the  Port  of  Astoria  on  Pier 

1.  Thii  vat  or  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  oo  the  Pacific  Coast 

and  has  a  capacity  oi  .,250,000  bushels  of  bu.  ain. 

The  vast  transit  shed  on  Pier  1  is  now  devoted  almost 
entirely  to  the  handling  of  flour,  mill  feed  and  sackod  grain. 

FARMING 

Astoria  is  the  trading  center  of  a  rich  agricultural 
district,  which  produces  live  3tock,  poultry,  bees,  dairy  products, 
cranberries  and  garden  truck. 
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
